Cadets Bettlson, Mahajrey, Gray and 


Atkins, who signed the document on be- 
half of their respective classes, were 
called before the committee*.

as Colonel Mills read the resolution, 
General Dick, addre&siDg Colonel Mills 
and the four cadets, said: 


"This action, taken by the corps now 


at the national military academy, will 
be received by the country with sipns 
of appreciation and approbation. What

MAGNIFICENCE AND 


NOBILITY IN SCULPTURE. 


The arrangement and style of build- 


ings adopted for the Pan-American Ex- 
position conduces greatly to the effect- 
iveness of sculptural adornment. The 
Exposition has been planned so ag to 
bring the buildings of the main group 
into a most admirable composition 
about two great intersecting courts, tha 
Esplanade and the Court of Fountains. 
This gives a very imposing appearance 
and also ministers to the comfort of tht 
visitor, who can thus reach the princi- 
pal buildings without becoming ex- 
hausted by long walks between differ- 
ent parts of the grounds. To be sure, 
there are some important buildings 
which do not face upon these courts, 
such as the Art gallery and the

This 
has been treated with terraces, steps, 
balustrades, vases of flowers and tree 
planting which recall the Luxembourg 
gardens in Paris. From here one pass- 
es upon the Triumphal Bridge and is 
ushered Into, the midst of the Exposi- 
tion in all 'its beauty. The idea is to 
lead the visitor gradually into the pres- 
ence of the Rainbow City until he 
reaches the eminence overlooking the 
transverse court, where the whole 
scene in all its grandeur will break up- 
on'bis delighted vision. Sculptural, ar- 
chitectural and landscape effects will 
thus be brought into play to create the 
jnost pleasing impression possible.- The 
Triumphal Bridge Itself ^ill be a state- 
ly structure, embellished with sculpture 
In Staff by foremost sculptors. Looking 
from this bridge to the north across 
the Esplanade and Court of Fountains, 
one sees looming up at the far end of 
the vista at a distance of about a third 
of a-mile the Electric Tower, which has 
now reached Its total height of 375 feet.

The sculpture for the Temple of Mu- 


sic is among the most pleasing of this 
remarkable collection. The Temple of 
Music is at the corner of the Esplanade 
and the Court of Fountains and is of 
ornate architecture, and both architec- 
ture and sculptural ornamentation car- 
ry out in an exceptional degree the 
ideas connected with the building. One 
of the finest of the groups, all of which 
are the work of Isidore Konti, has for 
its subject "Religious Music" and illus- 
trates ~"St. Cecilia Inspired by Angels." 
It is a beautiful theme, handled in a 
masterly fashion. The figure and face 
of the angel combine majesty and gen- 
tleness in a marvelo'-T degree, and the 
face and attitude oi the patroness of 
sacred music express a holy love of 
the divine art which has Inspired so 
many soul uplifting creations. In con

Nev- 
er 
before were such efforts made 


to beautify an exposition by sculp- 
ture. 
Never before has such work 


been undertaken upon so elaborate a 
scale as has been planned for the Expo- 
sition which is to celebrate and perpet- 
uate the closer union of the countries 
of the western hemisphere.. Never be- 
fore was so elaborate, harmonious and 
poetic a scheme adopted for unifying 
the ideas and interpreting the genius of 
the greatest exponents of this branch 
of art. Half a million dollars is being 
xpended in the creation of these forms 
of beauty. But its aesthetic value is not 
to be measured by the dollar sign. The 
fact that practically all the noted sculp- 
tors of the American continent are en- 
gaged in the production of this work 
shows what an important achievement. 
in art it is destined to be. 


Now that the Exposition structures 


are so far advanced toward completion, 
now that so much of the sculptured 
work has been done and forwarded to 
Buffalo, the magnitude of it and the 
nobility of the whole sculptural plan of 
the Exposition begins to be revealed. 
The fitness of these works of art for the 
adornment of the outward framework 
and setting of the Exposition begins to 
be more fully realized. 


There Is a difference between monu- 


mental sculpture and exposition sculp- 
ture. To the latter is allowed much 
greater latitude in the treatment of al- 
legorical figures. It is capable of much 
more fanciful treatment and may be 
made to add life and interest and poet- 
ry to buildings and structures whose 
purpose might seem almost wholly pro. 
sale. The idea of allegorical use of 
sculpture for the adornment of build- 
ings and grounds will be carried out 
more fully and elaborately at the Pan- 
American than at any previous exposi- 
tion. It is Mr. Bitter's desire that the 
purposes of the buildings and their con- 
tenta shall give character to their sculp- 
turaradornments. And, as I ha-ve sald,-v- 
the'grouping of the principal buildings'' 
about the transverse court Is especially 
favorable to the carrying out of such a 
plan. 


Each building and each group of 


buildings possesses some dominant 
idea. Those to the left of tne Trium- 
phal Bridge and the Esplanade contain

Ou the <tfher hand, the fact that their 
time of maximum occurrence is from 
noon to 3 p. m., decreasing afterward 
until sunrise, appears to support the 
opinion that they are <Jue entinjly to the 
action of solar heat upon the water 
vapor of the atmosphere.

About 18SO A ticket which hafl been 


partly used was, returned to ths ticket 
office and -p. as 1* n resold. The pur- 
chaser was assured by Mr- Mclntosh 
that it was good for tranpsortation and 
would be so accepted by the conductor- 
When it was presented on the train the 
conductor refused to recognize 1*, and 
demanded that the fare be paid m 
money. This the passenger retused to 
do, and a3ter a heated argument the 
passenger was placed under arrest and 
harmed over to the police of Pittsfield 
when that station was reached, charged 
With evading his fare. Before the time 
arrived for the arraignment in the Pitta 
field court the officials of the ro£d learn- 
ed of the real state of facts, and did 
not appear to prosecute the case. Th« 
prisoner was d'scharged ana at oi>ce 
brought suit ag-vinbt the railway com- 
pany for assau't and unlawful arrest. 
He secured a verdict oT several thous- 
and dollars- The case was canted to 
the supreme court on exceptions, but 
the verdict was sustained- Mr Mcln- 
toeh was offered the alternative of pav- 
ing the money himself or resigning. He 
chose the latter course and at once left 
the emp'oy of the company.

There have been extra 
expenses in connection with the large 
addition to the convent on Union street 
which is now nearly completed, and so 
nearly paid for that there will be no 
necessity for a mortgage on it, which 
will be very gratifying to the parish. A 
special collection will be taken in the 
church next Sunday to clear up this 
expense. The cost of the addition will 
be nearly J10.000. Bev. Fr.-JJurke today 
dJd n'ot care to give out for publication 
the details- of the report.

NEW FREIGHTS ADDED. 


Some very important changes in the 


Fitchburg division of the Boston and 
Maine went into effect today. The 
changes in the local freight trains is 
one of the most important changes as 
it will add a great deal of business to 
the yard. Thesa freights have run be- 
tween East Deerfleld and the western 
terminal points for about a year. A 
local freight will leave Williamstown 
for the west and another for the east 
every week day, and one will arrive 
from each direction each day. The 
trains on the western division will run 
between this town and Mechanicville, 
and those on the other division will 
run between this town and East Deer- 
field. The crews will go one way on 
the local freight and return on a 
through freight each day, thus enabling 
the men to be at home every night. 


In addition to these trains a local 


freight will be run between Troy and 
North Adams. The crewe will run in 
the same manner as on the other trains 
going one way on the local and return- 
ing on a through train. 
Some new 


through trains will be put on. Six 
trains will arrive in Williamstown from 
Fltchburg and Worcester, and seven 
will return each day. Five will run 
west from Williamstown and seVen will 
arrive from the west In addition to 
these trains there will be the usual ex- 
tra freight trains. *

One day about tbe year 1818 George 


Cruikshank was pawing 'Newgate on 
his' way to the exchange, when, seeing 
a crowd collected, be went forward to 
learn what wot the matter and saw 
that it waa the execution of several 
men and women.

DOUBT CANNOT EXIST 


GREASE AT LAUNCHINGS. 


Bl* Cost ot Getting * Battleship Into 


the Water. 


"The mere act of getting a war ves- 


sel into the water costs a lot of money, 
time and trouble," said an engineer, 
speaking of the recent launching of 
several new torpedo boats. "I spent a 
year and a half in the designing room 
of the Cramps' yard," he continued, 
"and happen to know what I am talk- 
ing about. Of course the launching of 
a little torpedo boat is comparatively 
easy, and the cost is not over a few 
hundred dollars, including flowers and 
souvenirs and even the bottle of cham- 
pagne used in the christening. 
But 


when It comes to a big armored cruiser 
or a first class battleship it is a horse 
of a different color, and the actual ^ex- 
pense seldom falls below $4,000 or $5,- 
000. I've known it to go as high as 
$8,000. 


"The building of the ways for the 


Bhip to slide down over is the main 
item, and then comes the greasing. 
Every inch of timber over which the 
vessel slides must be covered with a lu- 
bricant. Different firms use different 
substances, but soap and tallow form 
the main ingredients of them all. At 
the Cramps' we used a layer of beef 
tallow and a layer of soft soap, and, 
taken altogether, between 1 and 1% 
tons of the stuff were required to put a 
move on the average battleship. The 
tallow is spread on first to the depth 
of about three fingers, and the work- 
men use big flat trowels to make the 
surface as smooth as possible. Then 
they pour over the soft soap, which is 
Just thick enough to run, or about th« 
consistency qf^tajr. 


"As a general thing, the double coat- 


Ing answers the purpose admirably, 
and the ship glides into the water as if 
It was sailing on air. If it sticks, as 
has happened ia a few cases, it is likely 
to spring some of its plates, and acci- 
dents of that kind are so costly that 
nothing is spared to avert them."—New 
Orleans Time^pemocrat.

covery of the tiny asteroid Eros in 1898 
opened up the way for a better approx- 
imation to the desired result because 
Eros has a peculiar orbit and at times 
cornea much nearer to the earth than 
either Venus or Mars. During the last 
four or five months Eros has approach- 
ed the earth more closely than U will 
again in the next quarter of n century. 
The minimum distance r.-as 27,000,000 
miles. 


j 
The plan pursued for utilizing this 


exceptional opportunity is as follows: 
Photographs of the asteroid against the 
background of stars are taken in pairs, 
one early in the evening and the other 
Just before dawn. The change iu the 
observer's own position due to the ro- 
tation of the earth gives rise to an ap- 
parent shifting of the asteroid's posi- 
tion. The angle formed by the two 


] lines of view, together with the dis- 
tance between the two points of obser- 
vation, enables tbe astronomical range 
finder to compute the actual distance of 
the asteroid with great accuracy. Pro- 
fessor W. W. Campbell, the new direct- 
or, says that the Lick observatory is 
contributing as follows: 


Astronomer R. H. Tucker, assisted 


by Mr. Crawford, is securing two me- 
ridian circle observations of each of 700 
Btars to determine their positions with 
the utmost accuracy. These positions, 
furnished by perhaps a dozen or more 
observers, will form the triangulation 
system of groundwork upon which the 
•whole structure of the determination 
will be based. 


Astronomer W. J. Hussey and Assist- 


ant Astronomer R. G. Aitken, with the 
assistance of Mr. Wright and Dr. 
Reese, are using the great 36 inch 
telescope five or six nights a week, 
weather permitting, to measure the 
evening and morning positions of Eros 
with reference to the fixed stars in the 
asteroid's vicinity. 
The positions of 


these reference stars will be secured 
by means of photographs of tbe regions 
taken with eight or ten telescopes, 
mostly in Europe. 


Assistant A,*ronomer C. D. Perrine, 


assisted by Mr. Palmer, Is employing 
the Crossley reflector every clear night 
to obtain photographs of Eros and its 
surrounding stars to furnish the plan- 
et's accurate position in the evening, in 
the morning and on tbe meridian. The 
measurement of these plates will be a 
heavy task. 
Fortunately 
Professor 


Rees, director of the Columbia univer- 
sity observatory, has volunteered to 
measure them. Columbia university i8 
tbe only institution In the country 
which has had experience in measuring 
such plates, though many, foreign ob- 
servatories have long been doing sim- 
ilar work. 


The planet Eros is now of about the 


9.3 magnitude. It is easily visible la a 
3 inch telescope.

Tne new timetable on the Fitchburg 


division of the Boston and Maine went 
into effect this morning, with very lit- 
tle fnction, although as usual many 
travelers who had not equipped them- 
selves with a knowledge of the changes 
were put 
to some confusion. The 


changes in the new schedule were pub- 
lished in Saturday's Transcript. 


Tne new schedule is pleasing in some 


respects and in some not so much. The 
change m late trains from Boston is 
not welcomed by many who like to 
reach this city before midnight, but 
most of the other changes are a benefit 
to local travelers. 


In the Pownals, however, there is 


much dissatisfaction expressed, which 
is felt by local merchants. Some time 
ago the leading residents of Pownal 
and North Pownal petitioned the Bos- 
ton and Maine company to have the 
late train from this city west stop at 
those stations. They were told that this 
could not be done, but that when -the 
new schedule was made up, the matter 
would be remembered. They were 
much surprised, therefore, when they 
learned this morning that the train 
leaving here 12.28 in the morning would 
not stop between Williamstown and 
Hoosick Falls. 
f 


A petition was prepared some time 


ago to be presented to the Vermont 
railroad commission in regard to this 
matter, but it was not presented as 
those who had signed decided to wait 
till the new schedule was put into 
effect. As the new timetable does not 
remedy the trouble this pent ion will 
be sant in. at once, and an effort made 
to compel the railroad to stop the mid- 
night train at both Pov.nal stations. 


The inability to get from this city to 


Pownal at night has resulted in the loss 
to the local merchants of most of the 
trade of that section, which is now 
going to Hoosick Falls. The residents 
of Pownal would naturally come here, 
where most of their interests are, and 
where they find much better accommo- 
dations for trading, but as most of 
them are mill workers or so situated 
that they cannot come to the city in 
the day time, they want a'train that 
will enable them to come here in the 
evening: As it now is, they are com- 
pelled if they come here too come in the 
forenoon, and return late in the after- 
ncoii. 


Local merchants have been consulted 


in regard to the matter, and recognize 
the loss to them in this arrangement, 
but so far nothing has been done except 
by the residents of the Pown-als. It is 
suggested that a board. »f trade in 
this city might make itself useful in 
ways- like this.

An unueually large number of new 


book* baa be^n added to the library 
within the last Sew weeks, arid white an 
effort is made to make the additions 
representative of every branch of in- 
terest, there are among the recent new 
books rather more than usual of refer- 
ence books rf importance. An effort 
is made Id Selecting books to get first 
the n«w books of importance, and then 
to secure those books which patrons of 
the library ask to have added, provid- 
ed they are of general interest. 


In a number of cities the plan has 


been tried recently of buying a doaen or 
so copies o3 the Uite and popular novels, 
for which the-e is always the liveliest 
call, and then renting them to those 
who do not care to wait tjli they can 
secure' the library copy in the regular 
way.
